REPUBLICAN MASS MEETING 


Captain Rowell Greeted by a Bi, 


Crowd of Voters at the 


Court House, 


A Splendid Practical Speech Delivers 


by Our Next Congressman.

The Piepublicnu campaign in Macoi 


county was commenced in Decatur las 
night, at the court house, in the preseuc 
of about 700 voters,, there -being presen 
a goodly number of ladies. Here nn 
there could be seen democratic voters, am 
the only regret is that there were no 
more representatives of the Bourbon part) 
present. 


The speaker of the evening was Captain 


Jonathan H. Rowell, o£ Bloomiugton 
Republican nominee for Congress in this 
district, who was escorted from the New 
Deming Hotel to the court house b 
Goodman's cornet band. 
The meeting 


WHS called to order at 8 o'clock by J. R 
Mosser, who introduaed the gentleman 
who is well qualified to cope with his 
opponent iu the congressional race in 
oratory and argument. 
He spoke foi 


nearly two hours in a very forcible man- 
ner, commanding the undivided attention 
of his hearers. It was a practical, logica 
md common sense address, and, as a 
whole, was a just arraignment of. the 
Democratic and Greenback parties, and a 
skillful exposure of the absurd fallacies 
md cleceitf illness of the leaders of the 
parties whose chief aim is to obtain powet 
that they may hold oiHce and undo what 
t cost the North 500,000 lives and three 
billions of dollars to accomplish, 


The Captain began by stating that this 


s the people's country, and upon theii 
shoulders rest the conduct and manage- 
ment of governmental all'airs, and the 
man who neglects to cast his vote at every 
election fails in his duty as a citizen. The 
speaker had no apology to offer for dis- 
uissiug political nuestions. The people 
have a right to hear him as their chosen 
standard-bearer in this congressional dis- 
rict. There are two forms of govern- 
ment -state (mil national—and political 
wrtics are divided on national affairs. 
The condition of this country, whatever 
t may be, affects our standing abroad. 
S'ational policies establish good or bad 
iuaucial system and encourage or dis- 
.•ourage industry. The state is the police 
>l the country. It enforces law, protects 
he people, and property. As a candidate 
or a national office the Captain stated 
hat he would discuss national questions, 
jeing satisfied that the various candidates 
or state ofh'ues are fully competent to 
o speak on matters of live interest to the 
'oople of the State. 
In this country there now exist two 
arties, and the people must choose be- 
ween the two. A vote cast outside is a 
ote thrown away, for a vote to be elt'eo- 
TO must bo east to accomplish some- 
-iiug; it must be a vote that means some- 
aing and not thrown away on side is- 
nes. Men who think and desire to have 
jeir votes count—men who are not mere 
renmers—don't often go groping around 
u the dark. To-day there are two lead- 
ng parties, the republican on one side 
ud the democratic on the other. Some 
ears ago there was only a selfish excuse 
or the existence of the Greenback party, 
ut now there is no excuse whatever tor 
:s existence; and yet there are now a few 
pecnlative visionary people even in this 
istrict who desire to attract a little at- 
entiou. These few greeubackers have a 
andidate. His name is Stevenson. 
The democratic party says by its repre- 


eutatatives that all great political ijues- 
ions of the past 'have been settled, and 
hat the things of the past are not to be 
isturbed or discussed, claiming that the 
uestions ought not to be reopened out 
f consideration of good will and neigh- 
'Orly peace between man and man. If 
11 these great questions have been set- 
led right and finally, then the party in 
pposition to the party iu power coufes- 
es that that party has been right and 
vorthy of continued confidence and cn- 
orsement by the people. They confess 
hat the republicans have done right for 
0 years. All republican policies have 
eeu right; all laws just and right; and 
.iat all is permanently settled. These 
re among the best reasons in the world 
jat the Republican party should remain 
1 power. The house is one of our own 
milling. It has been carefully and per- 
nanently built, and we should be per- 
mitted to occupy it. 


THE CUBEEXCY. 


The greenback nominee for congress, 
aid the Captain, is Mr. Stevenson. 
Ie claims that there 
should

bauge in the 
currency system. 
He 


onteuds that the National Bank cur- 
ucy should be retired, and the greeu- 
ack currency of 
modern times sub- 


tituted iu its place—a currency not to 
e redeemed— a currency issued by the 


government for the purpose of exchange, 
iiiid the government fix the value of the 
same. This notion the speaker declared 
nonsensical, and asked if every dollar of 
the government currency of to-day wasn't 
worth 100 cents the world over, having 
behind it all the coin reserves of the Uni- 
ted States and the taxing power of the 
country. If the greeubackers can make 
a dollar worth more than 100 cents they 
will have discovered the philosopher's 
stone indeed. Any man having a farm or 
anything else to sell can readily find a 
purchaser. Money is plentiful. Banks 
are loaded down with surplus money, 
with no borrowers. Coupon clippers are 
comparatively idle. 
That man is un- 


knowingly or unwittingly an enemy to 
his country who would experiment by 
forcing visionary schemes upon the peo- 
ple in order to change our present cur- 
rency. Such a plan would only result in 
injuring the prosperity of the country, 
and no greenbaoker ever elected to con- 
gress would have the hardihood to intro- 
duce a bill to wipe out our present sys- 
tem. He collide't dare to contemplate 
the results, is for the speaker be was in 
favor of. letting well enough alone, until 
more light not of a speculative character, 
can be thrown on the currency question. 
FREE SPEECH, FREE PRESS, FBEB BALLOT. 


The question of free speech, fre« press 


and a free ballot is another question be- 
fore the people of the country. In 1860 , 
the battle cry was "free speech, free press 


and free men." Older people will reraem 
ber the vindictiveness of the people of 
certain -section of the country who pro 
nounced again this battle oryj and it wi 
be remembered also that a republic,'! 
newspaper was not allowed to pas 
through the mails in that quarter. Th 
last democratic state convention declare 
in favor of "free speech, free press, and 
free and nncorrupted ballot," repeatiu 
the seme declaration made in I860 by th 
republicans who seated Abra.-iam'Lin 
coin as president of the United States 
At this point in his address Mr. Rowe! 
took occasion to explain the democrati 
version of a "free and uncorrupted ba! 
lot," and showed how the democrati 
congress of two years ago stopped th 
wheels of the government by refusing ap 
propriatious that were needful. He de

The usnnl quiet of the village of Mt. 


Zion was considerably disturbed on Sun- 
day by tbe reckless conduct of n desper- 
ate character named Alexander Conn, son 
of Mr. Kemp Conn, the keeper of a gen- 
eral store at Mt. Zion, in which Alex, is a 
clerk. It appears that on Saturday some 
body took a jug of whisky to Mt. Zion, 
and on Sunday young Conn began drink- 
ing freely of the liquor. Knowing that 
he had some money iu his pockets—per- 
haps S150—Mrs. Conn and her other son, 
William, arranged to take the cash from 
Alexander while he slept. They did so, 
and when he found that the money was 
gone, Alex, at once kicked up a row about 
it, and demanded to have it returned. It 
is charged that he abused his mother out- 
rageously, threatened to kill her and fired 
at her twice with a 36-calibre revolver be 
recently purchased. He also fired at his 
brother William, and the father avers his 
son aimed the pistol at him. A young 
man named John Warnicott is indebted 
to Mr. Conn about $13, and in his fury 
Alex, declared that if Warnicott didn't 
pay the bill he would kill him. Soon af- 
ter making this threat Warnicott passed 
along and Charles Briggs says Alex, lired 
at him, and would have hit him had it 
not beeu for his timely interference. La- 
ter,'it appears that young Conn visited 
the Hockiiday House, kicked in the screen 
door, and assaulted Mr. Hockaday. 


THE ARREST. 


Constable Stoker, with the assistance 


of Charles Brittain and others succeeded 
in arresting Conn, though the officer was 
struck in the face repeatedly and kicked 
in the abdomen and limbs so badly that 
he feared he had sustained severe internal 
injuries. After the arrest Conn struggled 
to get free. He tore the pantaloons off 
Mr. Peal and jerked the shirt oil'Charles 
Brittain. Mr, Conn and his dangerous, 
son had a rough and tumble light near 
the Hockaday House. 


The prisoner was brought to Decatur 


last evening by Constable Stoker, who 
was accompanied by Wm. Armstrong 
Bolivar Scott and Albert Walker. They 
got near the jail and while Mr. Stoker was 
iu another part of the city, Conn broke 
away from those left in charge of him, 
and ran eastward on Wood street. He 
was overtaken and held by Mr. Scott un- 
til Constable Stoker came up. 


This morning a state warrant was drawn 


up by State's Attorney Johns, in which

A New Air-Ship. 


i\"i ic I'm-/, Tiilnmi 


George AY. Starr, of Tennessee, 


who is now in this city, hns with 
him a model of an aerial ship of his 
own invention, which, he claims, em- 
bodies some principles never fully 
applied before in aerial navigation. 
He liab been studying air-ships for 
over eight years, and has lately hit 
upon an idea the simplicity of which, 
he thinks, insures success. 
He has 


been a successful inventor in other 
directions. The full-sized air ship, 
as designed by Mr. Starr, which will 
cost about §1,200 to construct, will 
be in the shape of two cylinders, the 
outer ends pointed, joined together 
so as to form a straight line, with a 
space between them largo enough 
for a wind-wheel to revolve, its axis 
being parallel with the cylinders. 
Between the cylinders will also be 
suspended the car to contain the en- 
gine, that runs the wheel and the op- 
erator, and supplies of water and 
coal gas to feed the engine. 
Tho 


length of the airship will be 1132 
feet, tho diameter of tho cylinders 18 
feet, the diameter of the propelling 
wheel 20 feet, the capacity of the 
cylinders for holding gas 28,000 cu- 
bic loi'l. and the ascending power of 
tho gys 1,001 pound-;. 
The total re- 


sisting surface of tho ship as it goes 
through the air will be 277 square 
| feet, i'.ml tho working surface on tho 
' wheel will 1)0 ;i72 square foot. 
Tho 


weight o£ the hhip, including the 
cloth, stajs, wheel, engine, car, wa- 
ter, etc., is estimated at l,3f> i pounds, 
which loaves 540 pounds for the op- 
erator and ballast, 


Mr. Starr attributes the failure of 


attempts at aerial navigation made 
by L'rof. 0. F. Kichel and others to 
the ''act of tho propelling wheel be 
ing of far too small size and having 
it hung beneath the balloon part of 
the structure at such a distance as 
to make its propelling power almost 
useless. 
Mr. Starr computes from 


facts gained by previous experiments 
that it will take 485 pounds pressure 
to overcome tho resistance of tho air 
to his ship when moving twenty-three 
miles an hour. 'With his engine and 
twonty-six feot wheel ho calculates to 
realize 525 pounds direct thrust. A 
rudder at tho stern will steer the 
ship, a small vanoon an upright axis 
will serve to raiso and lower it, and a 
weight hung longitudinally below 
it on a movable cope will govern its 
inclination. Mr. Starr thinks that 
his invention will be especially use- 
ful for reconnoitering in time of war, 
for carrying mails over rough conn- 
try, etc. He says that extra cylin- 
ders, with cars suspended beneath, 
can be drawn like a train of cars 
with the single propeller.

Kerosene is not explosive. A light- 


ed taper may be thrust into it, 01 
flame applied in anyway, and it doe? 
not explode. 
On the contrary it ex- 


tinguishes flame, if experimentc'" 
with at the usual temperatures of oiu 
rooms. 
Kerosene accidents occui 


from two cause?; first, imperfect 
manufacture of the article; s-econd 
adulteration^. 
An imperfectly man- 


ufactured oil is that which results 
when tho distillation has boon car- 
ried on at too low a temperature, am" 
a part of the naphtha remained in it, 
Adulterations are largely made In 
unprincipled dealer.-,. \\ho add 20 oi 
30 per cent, of naphtha, after it 
leaves the 
manufacturer's hands. 


The light naphtha vihich has beer 
spoken of as known in commerce un- 
der the names of benzine, bonzoline 
gasoline, etc., is very volatile, inflam- 
mable and dangerous. 
They, how 


ever, in themselves are not explosive, 
neither are they, when placed in 
lamps, capable of furnishing any gas 
which is explosive. 


Accidents of this nature are due 


entirely to the facility with which 
vapor is produced from thein at lo\\ 
temperatures. 
But the vapor by 


itself is inexptosive; to render it so, 
it must be mixed with air. A lamr 
may be filled with bad kerosene, 01 
with the vapor even, and in no pos- 
sible way can it detonate or explode, 
unless atmospheric air has somehow 
got mixed with tho vapor. 
A lamp, 


therefore, full or nearly full of the 
liquid, is safe, and alsu one full of 
pure, warm vapor is safe. 
Explos- 


ions generally occur when the lamp 
is first lighted without being tilled, 
and also late in the evening, wheit 
the fluid is nearly exhausted. 


The reason of this will readily be 


seen. In using imperfect or adulter- 
ated kerosene, the space above the 
line of oil is always filled with va- 
pors, and, so long as it is warm and 
rising freely, no air can reach it. and 
it is safe. At bed time, when tin 
family retire, the light is extin 
guished, the lamp cools, and a por- 
tion of the vapor is condensed; this 
creates a partial vacuum in the space, 
which is instantly filled with air. 
The mixture is now more or less ex- 
plosive, and when, upon the next 
evening, the lamp is lighted without 
replenishing with oil, as is often 
done, an explosion is liable to take 
place. 
Late in tho evening, when 


the oil is nearly consumed, and tho 
space above tilled with vapor, tin 
lamp cannot explode KO long as it re- 
mains at rest upon the table. But, 
take it in hand, agitate it, carry ;t 
into a cool room, tho vapor is coolncl, 
air passes in, and the mixture be- 
comes explosive.

han our old friend Willis Pope, who for 
alf a century lived in Blue Mound town- 
lip, and who has for five years past re- 
ded in Slaricu county, Kansas. He was 
u charge of the Marion county exhibit, 
nd it was one of the finetton tliegrounds. 
le showed us wheat which he assured us 
lade 52 bushtls to the acre. If any less 
ruthfnl man than Willis Pope had said 
o we should have attributed the story to 
10 magnifying effect of the atmosphere 
f Kansas, which frequently swells re- 
orts to the verge of the fabulous, but our 
Id friend lived too long in Macoa county 
otake to prevaricating in his old age. 
f he had said it yielded a hundred 
ushels we should have believed him. 
Ir. Pope's many friends will be glad to 
jarn that he is hale and hearty, and well 
iitisn'cd with his new home. He said, ''I 
Ivod fifty years in old Macon county, and 
ve years iu Kansas, and I don't regret 
IP, change.'' 
Near by the scribe heard the sound of 
man's voice whose incisive tones and 
nick-spoken words recalled those of a 
ormer Decaturite, Col. H. C. St. Clair, 
rho was in charge of the Sunier county 
xhibit.

The Mattoou Mine. 


Parties interested in coal mining oper- 


ations are informed that Professor A. H. 
Wortheu, state geologist of Illinois, re- 
cently visited Mattoon to investigate the 
,haft there, in which was found coal at n 
depth of over 900 feet. The Gazette says 
ihat after a careful investigation Prof. 
Wortheu stated that the vein found in 
Mattoou is really that known ns No. 2, 
which has never been mined at any point 
near the centre of the great Illinois coal 
ield. The variety of coal is best known 
is the "Big Muddy," which is mined in 
;he vicinity of Murphysboro. At Braid- 
wood, Colchester, Seaville and other 
points near the edge of the great field it 
.s worked to a greater or less extent, and 
is invariably recognized as the best qual- 
ity of "bituminous coal. The singular 
feature of the Mattoon shaft is the ab- 
sence of the stratum of coal known us 
No. D; but as that vein is noted for its ex- 
tensive "horse-backs" or faults, it is al- 
together likely that the Mattoon shaft 
happened to pass through one, and hence 
no coal was revealed, or, if so, in such a 
small quantity as to be passed withoul 
notice. It is proposed in carrying down 
the remaining half of the shaft from 63] 
feet, which is now being done, to pre- 
serve specimens of the different strata 
passed through, with a view to a more ac- 
curate determining of the veins fonui" 
at Mattoon and of those which do not ap> 
pear there. Certain distinguishing fea- 
tures are manifested in the roof rock o: 
each vein, which furnish to the geologisl 
the required information, and enable hin: 
to determine its location relative to other 
veins.

The denomi- 


nations run from §'20 up to i?10,000, 
corresponding to those of the green- 
backs. 
The S'JO note has a vignette 


of the late President Garlield; the 
S30, of Silas Wright; the SIOO, of 
Thorn-is H. lienton; the §500, of 
President Lincoln; tho $1,000, of 
Alexander Hamilton; the fro,000, of 
James Madison, the 
8*10,000, of 


Thomas Jefferson. 
The certificates 


will promote tho convenience ofthoso 
who have occasion to ship currency 
from place to place, and in some de- 
gree will iucrense the circulating 
medium. 
They may be instrumental 


to some extent in sending gold out 
of the country, but there is probably 
no great danger in that quarter. 


THE report that a picture of the 


'•Judgment of Solomon" had been 
discovered in Pompeii proves a mis- 
take.

If it is true that federal officers are 
largely selected because of partisan 
services rendered, why did not Mr. 
Stevenson acknowledge that the prac- 
tice was introduced into our politics 
by the patron saint of the democracy, 
and that whenever and wherever that 
party comes into power it relentless- 
ly carries out that practice. 
Does 


not Mr. Stevenson believe in that 
democratic watchword "to the victor 
belong the spoils?"

office holders would have to walk the 
plank, not because of any lack of 
honesty and efficiency, but simply be 
cause they aro republicans.

claimed that tho tendency of man, as 
of the lower animals, is'to multiply 
faster than the means of supporting 
life in comfort, can be multiplied. 
And who, on looking around over 
any extensive community, can ques- 
tion tho truth of this conclusion? 
Hence the need and origin of what 
has been styled the Darwinian theory 
of the "survival of the fittest." 
Na- 


ture has made various provisions for 
thinning out and keeping down the 
surplus. 
But in an earlier day ''the 


fittest" meant something different 
from what it does now. 
In a low 


stage of civilization "the fittest" woro 
those whoso iron will and powerful 
frame enabled them to combat more 
successfully with the elements, fero- 
cious beasts, and more ferocious 
men. Naturally, such were the sur- 
vivors, and such were noeded to sur- 
vive. But the present age has dif- 
ferent demands; and the boast in 
humanity is less and less a need of 
our 
collective prosperity. 
Mind 


power takes the placo of physical 
force, even in war 
One Gatling 


gun is worth moro tluin a thousand 
spears, no matter how strong the 
arms that wield them; and one dip- 
lomatic victory like the 
Geneva 


award, 
more than 
Baunockburn. 


Therefore, pure intellectuality is now 
"fittest" for the world's needs. 
But 


this element is notably uuprolific, 
and would, lay its own reasoning, 
control the matter of over-multipli- 
cation, so fur as its own class is con- 
cerned. At the same time it is per- 
haps no more exempt from pestilence, 
and tho various forms of decimation, 
than is the brutal element—that is 
to say, tho class distinguished for 
brute 
force instead of 
intellect". 


Therefore, it would seem that, but 
for man's own devices) for decimating 
the ranks least needed by the world 
in its present condition, wo should 
rapidly relapse into a new era of 
brute force. 
Drunkenness and in- 


tellectuality, except in a few isolated 
cas<'S, due mainly to hereditament of 
dipsomania, do not exist together." 
But the coarser and moro brutal, tho 
distinctively animal portion of- hu- 
manity, find iu drunkenness what in 
to them a pleasant method of thin- 
ning their own ranks to make room 
for tho moro elevated and purely 
human specimens. 
Nature has nei- 


ther compassion nor remorse in the- 
application of her equipoise to tlio 
results of men's acts. 
If the plague- 


spot, ferocious beasts and feudal 
wars were necessary, in former cen- 
turies, to weed out the physical weak- 
lings, for an age that needed only 
brawny arms, drunkenness may bo 
as much a need of the present day, 
to eliminate brutality from an ago 
that calls for tlio highest roaches of 
soul and sense, and the method is 
more in accordance with our ideas of 
mercy, where the portion of humani- 
ty to bo decimated rushes gladly to 
the sacrifice, than when tho immedi- 
ate agents of destruction were plaguo 
and famine.
